H ead of Suit Case Victim Taken From 
Eoston Harbor. 


Boston, Nov. G.— W hat is believed 
to be the head of Susan A. Geary, the 
dress suit case victim , was recovered 
in a leather handbag from the bottom 
of the harbor during the day. 
It was 
dragged to the surface near the point 
where Lewis W . Crawford and W illiam 
Howard, who iMme confessed to dis- 
posing of the dismembered body of the 
girl, said they dropped 
it from 
the 
stern of an East Boston ferry boat. 
The head completes the body of the 
girl. 
The trunk was found on Sept. 
21 and the limbs were picked up on 
Oct. 27. 
The leather bag in which the 
head had been placed, together with 
thirty pounds of loose shot, did not 
move apparently from the place where 
it sank. 
The police intimate that they have 
evidence to show that other sim ilar 
cases have occurrent iii this city and 
that the bodies of several of the vic­ 
tim s have been disposed ut secretly. 
W h en asked concerning the alleged 
confessions of Louis W . Crawford and 
W illia m Howard, the New York pris­ 
oners, Chiel W illiam B. W atts of the 
Boston bureau of crim inal investiga­ 
tion said;

Text of Imperial Manifesto Issued by 
the Czar. 


Bt. Petersburg, Nov. 7.— Following is 
the text ot the imperial manifesto con­ 
cerning Finland signed by 
the em­ 
peror: 
“ By the grace of God, we, Nicholas 
FI., emperor and autocrat of all the 
Russian, czar of Poland, grand duke of 
Finland, etc., in virtue of the law of 
the diet of April 25, 1869, command 
the opening at Helsingfors, Dec. 20. of 
an extraordinary diet to consider tho 
following questions: 
“ First— The proposals for the budget 
of 1906-7, provisional taxes and a loan 
for railway extension. 
"Second— A bill providing by a new 
fundamental law a parliament for Fin ­ 
land on the basis of universal suffrage, 
with the establishment of the respon­ 
sibility of the local authorities to the 
nation’s deputies. 
“ Third— B ills granting liberty of the 
press, of meeting and of unions. 
“ W e expect from all an exact exe­ 
cution of our w ill.”

Prince 
Louis Takes Luncheon W ith 
President Roosevelt. 


Washington, Nov.

during the afternoon while the presi­ 
dent engaged him in a long conversa­ 
tion.

Louis visited Mount Vernon, making 
the trip down the Potomac river on the 
United States dispatch boat Dolphin. 
At Mount Vernon the party was met 
at the landing by the superintendent 
of the grounds, who conducted them 
through the home of the first president. 
As they tam e to the turn!) each person 
bared his head while 
Prince 
Louis 
went nj) to the sepulchre and reverent­ 
ly stood in silence tor a few moments 
It was a simple Dut impressive tribute 
the distinguished Britisher paid. 
In order to reach the W hite House 
for luncheon the prince made the re­ 
turn trip on a special trolley car, ac 
companied by his flag lieutenant and 
Rear Adm iral Brownson. 
The p r i n c e 
went rirst to the British embassy to 
take leave of the British ambassador 
and Lady Durand, whose guest he has 
been while in Washington, and a few 
minutes later accompanied by his ne 
phew. Prince Alexander, went to the 
W h ite House, where they were per 
sonal guests of the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt at an 
informal 
luncheon. 
Nothing has pleased the two distin­ 
guished visitors more since their ar­ 
rival in this country than 
the 
two 
hours and a half they spent with the 
president and his fam ily during the 
afternoon. The president Is sending to 
the king a return personal message 
by Adm iral Prince Louis, which w ill 
be delivered when the prince next vis­ 
its london. 
From the W hite House 
the two princes rode to the station in 
an automobile, where they were join­ 
ed by the other British officers and 
Rear Admirals Evans and Brownson 
and left on a special train for Armai>- 
olis at 3 15 o'clock.

The Crow Wing County Teachers' as 
sedation held a very interesting meet­ 
ing at Deer wood on Saturday, there bo­ 
ing about twenty teachers present. 
F. 
N. Burrah, principal of the Deerwood 
schools, was elected president for tho 
ensuing year and Miss Ethel Archibald, 
of Bay Lake, was elected secretary. 
The program as previously announced 
was carried out without a hitch and it 
was one of the most interesting ever 
given. 
The papers on grammar by Miss 
Mattice, on geography by Miss Archi­ 
bald and 
writing by 
Prof. Burrah 
brought forth spirited discussion by 
those present. 
Miss Clark’s work in 
arithmetic with a class of second year 
pupils was watched with close attention 
and Miss Clark was highly compliment­ 
ed for the accuracy and rapidity of the 
work of the pupils. 
Supt. Wilson in his talk on “School 
Economics” dwelt mainly on the deli­ 
cate relation 
existing, from natural 
causes, between the teachers and par 
ents. 
Parents will usually speak frank­ 
ly to others on almost any other subject, 
except that concerning their children, 
while teachers cannot, from the very 
nature of the case, understand the feel­ 
ing of parents for their children. 
Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the day was the work of Prof. bange, 
of the St. Paul Central high school. 
His subject was “Nature Study in the 
Rural Schools.” 
The 
professor said 
that ho was no fadist nor did he con 
sider this the most important work of 
the school. 
His talk was very practical 
showing how to select seed to produce 
the best plants and how to combat such 
pests as the cabbage and currant worms. 
He also showed that winter birds such 
as the Arctic bunting bird, lived almost 
exclusively on the seeds of noxious 
weeds. 
A number of parents were pres­ 
ent and were not only interested specta­ 
tors but took an took an active part in 
the discussion. 
Dr. Reid, of Deerwood 
who was present gave an interesting 
talk on the development of the arithme­ 
tic idea in the minds of the children. 
In the evening the Methodist church 
was crowded *o hear Prof. Lange’s lect­ 
ure on “Birds and Plants,” and to see 
the beautiful pictures of plants and 
birds exhibited by the aid of a lantern. 
Prof. Bange is an enthusiast of a practi­ 
cal type on these subjects. 
The next meeting oi the association 
will be held in Brainerd some time in 
December.

City Engineer Woolman Has a Sample on 


Exhibition-Made 
Under 
Patents 


Owned by St. Paul Parties 


City Engineer Woolman has a curiosi­ 
ty on exhibition in the shape of a piece 
of artificial “ tire wood” manufactured 
from straw. Tho straw is steamed and 
rolled under heavy pressure into sticks 
four feet long and as large as a stovepipe 
or larger. The sticks are so firm that 
ttrey—candle sawed~like ordinary wood. 
The cost of manufacture is said to be 
about 90c per cord, exclusive of the 
value of the straw’, and a cord of this 
fuel is said to contain more heat units 
than a cord of Jack Pine wood.

City Council Levied Fight Mills 
Last Night as Against Ten 
Mills a Year Ago 


AN 
ALDERMAN 
IS 
ELECTED 


Ed. Crust is Unanimously Elected 
to Succeed \. J. Miller as Al­ 
derman From 3rd Ward 


Two very important pieces of business 
were transacted at the regular meeting 
of the city council last night. 
T ho city 
council took a step in the direction of 
lower taxation by the levy of §19,500 for 
city expenses as against a levy of §23, 
600 last year. 
The taxation committee 
of the Commercial club presented a de­ 
tailed statement, gathered from the 
books of the city clark and city treasur 
er, showing the receipts and disburse­ 
ments for the past year. The showing 
was a very gratifying one to the tax­ 
payers and a credit to the city council. 
It showed that in a little over fifteen 
months there hail been a reduction of 
the floating indebtedness of over §21,- 
(XX). 
There is still left in the neighbor­ 
hood of §19,(XX) floating debt, but it was 
the sense of the club and the council 
that it was not wise to try to pay this 
all ofT in one year, that the high rate 
was not only a hardship to the taxpay­ 
ers, but that it tended to discourage the 
investment of foreign capital. 
The levy 
as ordered, amounting to 8 mills as 
against IO mills last year, will, it is an 
tieipated, wipe out the floating indebt­ 
edness in two years. 
Mr. McKay stated that the board of 
education had reduced their levy §0, 
OOO, 
and tho 
county commissioners, 
theirs §7,OOO. 
These with the city levy 
will make a reduction of over 18 per 
cent in the taxes of the city the coming 
year. 
The other important business was the 
election of an alderman in the Third 
ward Lo succeed A. J. Miller, resigned. 
The council proceeded to an informal 
ballot and every member present voted 
for F.dward Crust, former president of 
the council. 
There no other name men­ 
tioned and while it is known that Mr. 
Crust was not only not a candidate, but 
that he did not desire the oflice it was 
believed by the council that he would, 
under the circumstances, lay aside per­ 
sonal preferences and give the city the 
benefit of his long experience in city af­ 
fairs. 
When Vice President Opsahl called 
the council to order there were present 
to

A l­ 
derman Peterson, Squires, Armstrong, 
Baker and Farrar. 
President Johnson 
and Alderman Gardner came in later. 
The usual budget of bills was allowed 
and the routine reports of city officers 
were accepted. 
The chief of police reported five ar­ 
rests and the collection of §107.40 in 
tines during October. 
The chief of the tire department repor­ 
ted three tires during October. 
City Attorney Mantor made a brief 
report on the matter of the condition of 
the dam at the electric light plant and 
stated that in his opinion there was no 
necessity of any action in the matter at 
the present time. 
The purchasing committee reported 
that they had had the heating plantain 
the city hall examined and that it would 
be overhauled at once. 
The city engineer reported on condi­ 
tion of the general sewer and septic 
tank and same was referred to the sewer 
committee with power to act. 
The request of the fire department for 
additional supplies ih the way of coats, 
boots and mittens was referred to the 
fire committee. 
The assessment rolls for paving done 
on Laurel and Eighth streets and for 
new’ walks and sidewalk repairs, were 
passed as ordered.

and robbed William Ellis, an A u s t r a ­ 
lian horseman at Berkeley, Cal., during 
the night shot and killed Hulda Olivia 
his female companion, and then sped 
a bullet into his own head, causing in­ 
stant death. 
That Andrews, for whom 
the police of the whole country were 
searching, was fully prepared for the 
tragedy that closed his career, was 
shown by the fact that he acted with­ 
out a m o m en t’s hesitation. 
Having learned th a t Andrews and 
Hulda Olivia were living in an up pen 
flat at 748 McAllister street the police 
department sent a detail of two police­ 
men and two detectives to make the 
arrest. 
Although certain that the per­ 
sons wanted were in

received no answer to their repeated 
knocking on the door.
